Child Patient Training

sent in rather general terms a tech- 

nic that is applicable to all rela- 
tively normal children that will make it 
— for any dentist to train youngsters 
to accept dentistry. 

I would like to em- 


‘fe purpose of this paper is to pre- 


phasize that this 

discussion pertains 

to all average, nor- 

mal children. It is 

not aimed only at 

the re-training of 

patients who have 

already become dif- 

ficult to manage. in 

a dental situation. 

The technic which 

we will describe can be applied to these 

latter patients as well as to the average 

normal child; but the primary motive in 

this presentation is the development of 
a technic for almost all children.

Since what we are going to describe is 
a routine technic just as is any other den- 
tal procedure, it can be taught to dentists 
and to dental students; it can be learned 
by dentists and dental students. We know 
this to be so because it has been done. 
Part of the program of teaching this tech- 
nic is the description of it; part of the 
program of learning this technic is prac- 
ticing it. As with any other procedure, 
the student, whether undergraduate or 
graduate, cannot expect to perform it 
perfectly the first time he attempts it. The 
practitioner must repeat the steps in the 
technic again and again in the effort to 
achieve adequate ability to perform it. 

There are certain fundamental con- 
cepts which need to be accepted before 
the technic itself can be applied. Our con- 
cept of the goals of dentistry must be _ 
clearly understood and accepted. The 
goals of dentistry are the prevention of 
pain and infection, the prevention of loss 
of teeth, and the guidance of occlusion. 
We have been aware of the fact that den- 
tal disease manifests itself very early in 
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the life cycle of the dentition. In this 
country we know that a large percentage 
of adolescents have lost too many perma- 
nent teeth by age fourteen. Further, we 
know that by age two, fifty per cent of 
our children display carious lesions. Un- 
treated, these early carious lesions lead to 
pain, infection, loss of teeth, and mal- 
occlusion. Certainly the lost teeth in the 
mouths of our teen-agers is evidence that 
pain and infection have already made 
their appearance; certainly this early loss 
of teeth is a factor in the development of 
mal-occlusion. All of us are aware of the 
great quantity of statistical evidence that 
supports these statements. It has been 
clear to most of us for a long time that 
we cannot hope to achieve these goals of 
dentistry if we start too late in the lifetime 
of an individual. The teen ages are clearly 
too late. Even the age of the first grader 
is too late. The proper age to start the 
effort to achieve these goals is at the time 
when the primary dentition makes its 
first complete appearance. 

Children who begin their visits to the 
dentist at this early age, before they have 
had time to suffer pain and infection, are 
more easily trained to accept the oc- 
casional minor procedures which they 
may acquire. This early care is the only 
way to prevent the worst effects of caries 
such as pulp involvement and premature 
loss of primary teeth. In this way most 
children can retain healthy teeth with- 
out pain, without complicated dental pro- 
cedures until normal exfoliation time. 
These are the patients who need never 
learn of the occasional distress of long 
drawn out operative or surgical dentistry. 
This is the ideal situation and the one for 
which we should strive. These patients 
are readily amenable to a simple TELL, 
SHOW, DO, training technic. Unfor- 
tunately, we have not yet reached this 
ideal situation and many children still 
experience their first dental visit later in 
life. Some of these visit a dentist only be- 
cause pain and infection have already 
occurred. Their first dental experience is 
more difficult; their training takes a 
longer time. Others of this group who 
do not start early have time to develop 


fears of dentistry vicariously. Their natu- 
ral apprehension of a strange unknown 
situation is aggravated by the tall tales 
of horror that they hear from untrained 
playmates and from unrestrained adult 
members of their families. These, too, 
are a little more difficult to train, but only 
in the sense that it takes longer to com- 
plete all aspects of the training technic. 
The details of the technic remain the 
same. 

Incidentally, one way in which we can 
begin the vicarious training of all chil- 
dren is by urging all our adult patients 
to avoid describing their occasionally un- 
comfortable dental experiences in the 
presence of children. 

To sum up this introduction to our 
subject: we believe that the only dentistry 
that can hope to produce lifetime 
healthy teeth for our future population is 
ideal dentistry for all people beginning 
at a very young age. Early, frequent, 
regular, complete examination, thorough 
diagnosis, definite treatment planning, 
followed by routine good dentistry, is the 
only way we can hope to achieve the goals 
of dentistry, prevention of pain, infection, 
loss of teeth, and the development of nor- 
mal occlusion. Since we know that prac- 
tically all children must look forward to 
being dental patients for all of their life- 
time, perhaps the most important single 
thing we can do for them is to train them 
to be good dental patients, to accept den- 
tistry with as much grace as it is possible 
for anyone to do so. 

Now, this training should not be a 
haphazard attempt to develop a good 
relationship with each patient with no 
real planned course of action. This 
planned course of action is the basis for 
the technic we will now describe. It be- 
gins. for each individual child patient at 
the time when the appointment for the 
first visit is made. 

The more information that the dentist 
can gather before seeing a new child pa- 
tient, the better will be his preparation 
for the first visit with a new youngster. 
Some of the things that we can learn 
even over the telephone are the reaso 
for the dental visit: 
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Toothache 

Swelling 

How much pain 

School certificate 

Accident 

Is it the child’s first visit to any dentist? 
Then the dentist should like to know how 
the child reacts to physicians, to people in 
general. The more the child’s mother 
wants to tell you over the telephone, the 
better you will know the child when you 
see him for the first time. Get as many 
vital statistics as you’ can concerning the 
child’s age and state of health, listen to 
whatever mother wants to tell you and 
record the important facts. 

Now, how do we begin training the 
child the first time we see him? We begin 
by learning more about the child, and, at 
the same time, permitting the child to 
learn about us. 

You know, we dentists are a very 
egocentric group of individuals. This is 
as it should be, and I will come back 
to this point later. However, we must 
remember that the establishment of a re- 
lationship with any patient, child or 
adult, requires a two-way development. 
We must learn to know each patient we 
hope to treat; but it is equally important 
that a new patient, especially a- young 
child, learns to know us, too. Let us re- 
view this situation of a first meeting with 
a new child patient. First of all, it is im- 
portant that we react in a normal social 
manner to the meeting for the first time 
of two individuals. The dentist is a ma- 
ture individual. He is trained to observe. 
When a new young child comes to our 
office,.we begin our examination the first 
time we see him. We can quickly take 
note of his general physical appearance. 
He may be a skinny, not too healthy look- 
ing, not too well developed youngster, 
pale of face, reticent, tied closely to his 
mother’s hand or skirt; his eyes show evi- 
dence of frequent crying bouts, the alae 
of his nose are crusted and red, the 
_ corners of his lips are similarly inflamed, 
and his posture and demeanor suggest a 
not too happy or healthy baby. On the 
other hand, he may be a robust, outgoing, 
loud spoken, inquisitive, adventuresome, 


healthy young animal. We see these things 
and almost unconsciously we react and 
respond to the kind of individual he is. 
But in either case, he, too, wants to ob- 
serve us to determine what kind of a 
character we may be. We are experienced 
and can do it quickly. He has not our 
years of background and requires more 
time. He needs that time. He deserves to 
have that time. Give it to him. So we say 
‘hello’ to Johnny and then turn to his 
mother and say ‘how do you do’ to her 
and carry on a very brief social conver- 
sation during which we do not even look 
at the child. Let him have the oppor- 
tunity to look us over. To him we are a 
new strange adult person. He needs to 
see us. Then we might turn to him again 
and say something like this, quietly, po- 
litely, and with all possible evidence of 
personal sincerity, “Johnny, do you know 
why you are here today?” Now it is not 
necessary to wait for his response; we 
provide the answer. “Today we are going 
to look at your teeth. I will look at them 
and you will look at them with me. I will 
take some pictures of your teeth. If there 
is anything else you want me to do, I will 
try to do it, if we have time. I -will be 
back in ‘a few minutes.” Now we like to 
leave Johnny alone for a few minutes to 
let him adjust himself to a new room, 
to new surroundings and to get him used 
to the idea that we are going to see each 
other again very soon. Before we take him 
into the dental room to do the things we 
said we were going to do, we must re- 
member to follow out the basic rules of 
our training program. 

The most difficult problem with which 
we must contend is the child’s fear of 
new, strange, unknown surroundings and 
people. We overcome this fear by telling 
him all about the new situation, by show- 
ing him this new environment (and tell- 
ing him about it while we show it to 
him). Then we do what we told him 
we were going to do in the surroundings 
we told him about and re-tell him about 
it while we are doing it. And incidentally, 
when we go back to the reception room 
to get him we say something like this,

CHANGE OF ADDRESS

“Johnny, now we are going into our 
dental room to look at your teeth and to 
count them and to take some pictures. 
Come with me.” If, on this first visit, 
he shows a reluctance to leave his parent 
behind, we say something like this, 
“Johnny, if you would like a visitor today, 
you may invite Mommy along. We have 
a special visitor’s seat that has another 
name. Whoever visits with us sits on the 
special visitor’s seat which is called the 
silent seat. Visitors are not allowed to 
talk in our room unless I ask them a 
question.” Then we go to the door of our 
dental room; please take note that we do 
not call that room an operating room, or 
a treatment room, nor do we use any 
other word which might arouse further 
fears of the unknown. When we reach 
the doorway to our room, we stop and 
point out the furniture there. We indicate 
the chair. It is a funny chair; it goes up 
and down. So we tell Johnny why it goes 
up and down. We tell him the truth. We 
say something like this, “Johnny, that 
chair goes up and down. The reason why 
it goes up and down is so that you can 
sit high enough for me to look at your 
teeth without my bending over. That 
cabinet over there with the steam coming 
out has a pot of water boiling in it to 
clean any instruments just the way your 
mother washes dishes. That big gadget 
over there in the corner is our X-Ray 
camera. It takes pictures. The only dif- 
ference between it and the camera that 
takes pictures at home is that instead of 
putting the film in the camera, you hold 
the film wrapped in paper in your mouth. 
Come sit in the chair.” 

When our assistant is in the room, we 
introduce her, “Johnny, this is Martha 
who helps us. We will put an apron on to 
protect your nice clothes and a towel so 
that you can wipe your fingers or your 
lips if you need to.” Handing him a small 
face mirror, we say, “This is the mirror 
that you can hold so that you can look 
at your teeth while I do.” Handing him a 
small dental mouth mirror, we say, “This

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is the mirror that we use to look at the 
backs of your teeth. Put it into your 
mouth.” Then we pick up an explorer. 
“This is the counter with which we count 
your teeth just the way I am counting 
your fingers, one, two, three, four, five.” 
And we do count his teeth. Should we 
turn on the spotlight, we point out that 
its function is to brighten the darkness 
in his mouth so that we may both see 
what is inside it. Let me remind you now 
that we told Johnny that we were going to 
look at his teeth with him, that we were 
going to count his teeth with him. We 
showed him how we were going to do it 
with the mirrors and the explorer and 
retold him what we were going to do and 
how. Then we did it; just the way we 
told him we would; just the way we 
showed him we would. I hope that you 
have also noticed that when I was ad- 


dressing you, the audience, directly, my 


voice changed with the need to emphasize 
what I wanted you to know. When I 
quoted the dentist speaking to the child, 
my voice became quiet, soft, casual, 
gentle, quite monotonous. We want 
Johnny to realize that this experience is 
a normal, casual, usual, routine situation. 
We do not want to create a dramatic, ex- 
citing, traumatic experience for him. This 
experience which I have related is an ex- 
ample of the manner in which we remove 
the strangeness, the fearsomeness, the 
unusualness, the unknown. We seek to 
create an atmosphere of normalcy, one in 
which everything is known and under- 
stood and accepted. 

Now let us review what we have dis- 
cussed so far. Briefly, we have underlined 


the practical use of a well-known peda- 
gogic principle, “TELL, SHOW, DO.” 
The illustration that I have used is that 
of a new child with his first experience. 
It has taken me about ten minutes to de- 
scribe it to you. It usually takes less time 
to enact it. This same principle can be 
applied to any dental procedure. It has 
been used to introduce a child to that 
most dramatic, perhaps tragic dental ex- 
perience, the extraction of all teeth and 
the construction of a full denture. Let us 
now describe the application of this prin- 
ciple to a very few other dental technics, 
perhaps that technic which we dentists 
use most frequently, the excavation of a 
carious lesion and the preparation of a 
cavity for a restoration. Let us tell Johnny 
how we do this. Showing him a spoon 
excavator, we say something like this, 
“Johnny, this is a spoon that we use to 
scrape out the bad part of a tooth; just 
the way I can scrape your fingernail 
(illustrating), we can scrape a tooth.” 
Of course when we illustrate the scraping 
of a tooth for the first time, we gently 
run the spoon excavator over hard 
healthy insensitive enamel. Then we pick 
up a large round burr and we say some- 
thing like this, “Look at the large ball on 
the end of this instrument. It has a row 
of spoons on it. When we turn it, each 
spoon in turn does a little scraping so 
that I can work faster. Try this on your 
fingernail and now on your tooth. But 
even this is not fast enough, Johnny, and 
besides it is very difficult to turn this 
little instrument with my fingers, so I put 
it on this handle (indicating the hand- 
piece or contra-angle) and then if I

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step on the starter, look down here on the 
floor, Johnny, it is just like the starter 
on an automobile, the motor goes on and 
all these wheels begin to turn and this 
little scraper turns round and round very 
quickly. Touch it with your finger lightly 
and now you touch it to your tooth. That 
is the way we scrape away the bad part 
of a tooth.” 

Now this same “TELL, SHOW, DO” 
technic can be applied to the use of either 
local anesthesia, or even general anes- 
thesia in a hospital situation. Some of 
you may have seen the booklet which de- 
scribes the introduction of a child to any 
hospital experience. It does not seem to 
matter what new situation develops. If 
the child is told about what is going to 
happen, clearly and carefully, if the new 
experience is illustrated for him satisfac- 
torily, and then if the experience proves 
to be just what he has been told about, 
just what he has been shown, he develops 
confidence in the doctor who is working 
with him. This confidence of the child in 
an adult must be carefully nurtured. Chil- 
dren are probably the best lie detectors in 
the world. Our task is to develop ways of 
telling and showing that will invariably 
describe the actual experience accurately. 
Any deviation from absolute truth in de- 
scription and illustration must lead in- 
dubitably to failure. The more frequently 
the telling and the showing is sub- 
stantiated by doing, the more readily will 
the child accept the presentation of new 
experience. 

Now this technic, which I have so 
briefly described, is admittedly compli- 
cated. It must be learned by the practi- 


tioner. The only way to learn it, to 
achieve proficiency in its use, is to prac- 
tice it. This “TELL, SHOW, DO” tech- 
nic for training child patients should not 
be reserved only for the so-called difficult 
patient; it should be applied to every new 
patient whom we hope to train. Constant 
practice will give the dentist the confi- 
dence in its efficacy that will encourage 
the child to accept. In the last analysis, 
it is this acceptance on the part of the 
child for which we strive. It has been our 
experience that the more frequently a 
dentist leads a patient to acceptance of 
dentistry by means of this technic, the 
more confident is the dentist of its ap- 
plicability. It is this confidence which we 
must always exude which develops in us 
the egocentricity of which I spoke of 
earlier this afternoon. Do not be afraid of 
this feeling of superiority. Cultivate it. 
It is important for the welfare of our 
patients. 

We have attempted to present today a 
description of a technic that has been 
used by thousands of neophytes training 
children to be good dental patients. We 
remind you that its use is dependent upon 
the dentist’s acceptance of the concepts 
that the only solution to the problem of 
achieving the goals of dentistry, preven- 
tion of pain and infection, prevention of 
loss of teeth, guidance of occlusion, is 
dependent upon early, frequent, regular, 
complete dental examination, leading to 
sound diagnosis and a treatment plan 
followed by good routine dentistry; and 
that in order to provide these services, 
we must train young patients to accept 
them.
